The legislation is aimed prim ar­ 
ily at the retailer and to relieve 
the consumer. 
It was shown that food costs 
American people today just fifty 
per cent more than it did in Au­ 
gust, 1914, when the great w ar 
broke out. 
The increases in some 
food went as high as 130 per cent, 
as on cornmeal, for instance. Sir­ 
loin steak shewed the smallest in­ 
crease, only 16 per cent.

Warden Declares Quail Are 
Doomed But Doves Seem 
to Be on Increase 


It’s close season nowadays on every­ 
thing except politics. 
When the law said duck and quai! 
could not be shot after last Thursday ; | 
evening, hunters hereabouts oiled up 
the old firing piece and hung it over 
the mantel (or wherever it is they 
keep guns these days), and began to 
think about the past and dream of the 
future. 
Nothing more doing in the 
line of game until next August, except 
for a swing at trout in the spring. 
With the season over for this year, 
a little resume of what the hunting 
period 
has 
brought 
out 
regarding 
changes in the law, quantity and qual­ 
ity of #game and present indications 
for next year, is in order. 
Right at the present time the cry­ 
ing need of the game of the country, 
as well as the need of the farmers, is 
for a good rain. 
Especially 
do 
the 
birds need moisture. 
The quail and 
doves are strictly grain-eating fowls 
and they must have new vegetation to 
supply 
the 
need 
for 
the 
coming 
months and make a good hatching 
season. 
Rain of Big Value 
Game Warden Ed AUkinson is out 
about the hills and watching the con­ 
ditions of the game more than any 
other man in the county, and he de­ 
clares that a rain at this time would 
be of tremendous value to the birds. 
Summing up the duck season, Ad* 
kinson says that he believes this has 
been the poorest year the sportsmen 
have hifd in a long time. 
He says j 
that this is due to the lack of rains, 
very largely. 
On the clubs in the 
western part of the county the early 
shooting was good, but the mid-sea- 
•on and later shooting has been de­ 
cidedly on the slump. 
Not 
many 
limits, have been reported for a num­ 
ber of weeks past. 
In fact, after the 
first week of the season the full bag 
was a minus quantity with any but 
the most expert hunters. 
The quail season has been rather 
poor as far as the number of birds 
shot is concerned. 
This has been a 


i decided advantage to the quail, how­ 
ever, and has increased the supply. 
This proves, in the opinion of local 
hunters, that the 
law 
passed last 
year. opening the season later, was a 
i fine conservation measure. 
Made Good Sport 
Quail have been harder to get. but 
they have given the hunter all the 
sport he wanted in getting them. 
Be- 
! cause of the fact that they were bet­ 
ter developed and better able to take 
care of themselves before the season ; 
opened, they have led the hunter a J 
merry chase into the hills and have j 
caused him many a lortg hike'without 
being rewarded by a limit bag. How-j 
ever, it is claimed that this sort of! 
hunting has given the men who have j 
gone after the flyers better sport. It 
has made them work harder for what
